Revolving Hurricane.

The Terrible Trip of the Bark—At the 
Pumps for Forty-Eight Hours — 
Frightfal Outbursts of Wind—Kept 
Afloat by a Cargo of Lumber—The 
Crew Rescued by the German Bark 
Louisa and Augusta. 


New York, October 7.—Captain Oanglio and thir- 
teen officers ani seamen of the wrecked Italian 
bark Talemano arrived bere yesterday on the 
German bark Louisa aod Augusta, by whigh they 
were rescued abou! 7) miles east of Sandy Hook 
on September 29. Captain Oanglio said yesterday 
at the Italian Consul’s office: “We were forty-eight 
days out from Pensacoia, bound to Port Glisgow, 
Englaod, and on Septemoer %t ie bark spruag a 
leak, We managed to keep the vessel compurative- 
ly free from water for four days, unti! we were 

CAUGHT IN A REVOLVING HURRICANE, 
or cycione. The outburste of win! were frightful, 
and came from all points of the compass. The sea 
rose to @ fearful height, s» that we were 
oot only in danger of having our masts twisted 
out, but feared that we shouid be swamped by 
the seas. The leak increased, and for forty-eight 
bours the men worked at the pumps to keep the 
vessel afloat, while the unbroken voiunes of seas 
swept the leogth of the deck, turvatening to carry 
everything Lefore them. Finally tne gale broke, 
but our vessel was 
IN A SINKING CONDITION, 
and our only hope wasin beiagrescued. The bark 
Louisa and Augusta were siguted about 9a m. last 
Tuesday, and sie answerod our signals of distress. 
At poon she was oniy about 200 feet from us, but 
ibe weather was so rough tuat to attempt ‘to lower 
a small boat would be dangerous, and as our only 
alteruative was to attempt lo rescue ourselves, we 
pur off in our long boat, and in a few momenis were 
on deck of the German bark. Our ow. vessel was 
a perfect wreck, and was only kep afloat by her 
cargo of lumber.”
